Part of the plan will be forma­ 
tion of a task force on education 
that will include Southern edu­ 
cators of both parties and both 
races. Agnew said.

Strike In Denmark 


COPENI: '.GEN (AP) - An 
estimated 100.000 Danish work­ 
ers in shipyards, breweries, en­ 
gineering works and other in­ 
dustries staged a 24-hour wild­ 
cat strike today against the co­ 
alition government’s belt-tight­ 
ening economic polices. 
As the workers downed tools 
in Denmark's biggest strike in 
15 years, an all-party parlia­ 
mentary committee looked for 
ways to soften some of the ef­ 
fects of a $200 million govern­ 
ment budget surplus. The sur­ 
plus is designed to curb private 
and public consumption and re­ 
duce a $400 million balance of 
payments deficit incurred over 
the past year. 
While calling for a substantial 
cut in the budget surplus, the 
socialist opposition and the la­ 
bor unions condemned the wild­ 
cat strikes as “ harmful" and 
“ useless." 


Pipe For Russia 


ESSEN. Germany (AP) 
West Germany is going to sell 
the Soviet Union $327 million 
worth of large-gauge steel pipe 
for pipelines. Beginning in 1073. 
the West Germans will buy $762 
million worth of Siberian natur­ 
al gas. 


The billion-dollar agreement, 
the biggest ever between the 
Russians and a Western nation, 
was signed Sunday by Soviet 
Foreign Trade Minister Nikolai 
Patolichev and West German 
Economics Minister Karl Schill­ 
er. The 52-inch pipe will come 
from the giant Mannesmann- 
Thyssen iron and steel works of 
Essen, with delivery to be com-! 
pleted by 1972. 


A consortium of 17 German 
banks pledged the Russians $327 
million in credits to pay for the 
pipe. Banking sources said the 
interest rate was between 6.25 
and 6.5 per cent. 


The pipe order is the largest 
ever won by West German steel 
tubing 
producers. 
Mannes- 
mann-Thyssen is considered the 
only firm in the world capable 
of producing large-gauge pipe­ 
lines on the scale required by 
the Russians.

BUENOS AIRES. 
Argentina 
(APt — A total of 140 persons 
were killed and 105 were injured 
in the crash of a cross-country 
express into the rear of a stalled 
commuter train bringing travel­ 
ers home from a weekend in the 
country, the state-owned rail­ 
way announced today. 
The wreck, one of the worst 
railroad disasters in history, oc­ 
curred Sunday night 25 miles 
outside Buenos Aires at General 
Pacheco, a town on the pampa. 
Maximo Blanco, a signalman, 
was taken into police custody 
but no charge was made against 
him. Police said he had been 
working at a signal station near 
the crash site, a mile from the 
railroad station at Pacheeho on 
the lonely pampa. 
Officials of the state-owned 
Argentine Railways Co. said the 
21 -car express en route from the 
northern eUy of San Miguel de

to

plowed into the rear of a 10-car 
suburban 
train 
which 
had 
stopped due to mechanical trou­ 
ble about a mile from a lonely 
stop on the pampa 25 miles west. 


of the capital. The suburban 
train was jammed with passen­ 
gers returning to Buenos Aires 
from a summer weekend in the 
country. 
Radio stations in the Buenos 
Aires area broadcast emergen­ 
cy bulletins far into the night 
calling for blood donors and vol­ 
unteers to aid rescue workers 
using blow torches and cranes 
to remove mangled bodies from 
the twisted wreckage. 
There was no official explana­ 
tion for the crash. 
An unofficial report said a sig­ 
nalman failed to warn the ex­ 
press, which was moving at an 
estimated 65 miles an hour, that 
the local train was stopped in its 
path. Another report said the 
express had been accidentally 
switched onto the same track as 
the local. 
Officials of the General Mitre 
Line, which operated both of the 
trains, said the local train car­ 
ried aboul 1.090 passengers and 
the express about 400. Many of 
the passengers aboard the sub­ 
urban train were returning from 
the weekend in the countrv. 


The express derailed four ot 
the suburban train’s coaches 
and telescoped three ol them. 
The leading diesel of the ex­ 
press—it had two—was split. 
Both the engineer and the 
machinist aboard the express 
diesel 
were 
believed 
to

among the dead. The engineer 
of the suburban train was in­ 
jured. 
The crash occurred at 8:30 
p.m., less than a mile from the 
village of General Pacheco and 
within a few miles of a highway. 
Automobiles, trucks and buses 
drove across fields from the 
highway to reach the dead and

passengers. 
Helicopters 
and ambulances reached

scene within an hour of the

Throughout the night, friends 
and relatives of persons be­ 
lieved to be aboard the two 
trains stood outside the Retiro 
station-master's office, awaiting 
word of loved ones.

WASHINGTON (AP* - The 
Supreme Court approved today 
merger of the Great Northern 
and Northern-Pacific railroads. 
In a 7-0 decision the court dis­ 
missed objections of the Justice 
Department and others, holding 
instead that the merger “ furth- 
'ers the development of a more 
efficient transportation unit.’’ 
The new company, called the 
Great Northern Pacific & Bur­ 
lington. will have assets of $2.8 
billion and more than 26.500 
miles of track, stretching from 
Chicago to Seattle and from the 
Canadian border to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


The Justice Department had 
challenged the merger of two 
healthy directly competing rail­ 
roads. But the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission had given 
its blessing after the railroads 
took steps to protect the Chica­ 
go.

the public outweigh the loss of 
competition between the North­ 
ern lines. 


Burger said there is no basis 
for confining approval of rail 
mergers only to combinations 
“ by which the strong rescue the 
halt and the lame." He said a 
merger that will improve trans­ 
portation is as much the desire 
of Congress as a merger in 
which a “ sick” carrier is com­ 
bined with a strong one.

Use' of the mails is not the 
only innovation by the U.S. Cen­ 
sus Btireau this year. It is also 
using - cardboard desk, tables 
and filing cabinets. 
Theyfurniture is part of an 
economy drive within the bu­ 
reau, said Barbara K. Hennes- 
sv, district manager in the San 
Rafad. office. The cost to fur­ 
nish one work space dropped 
from $30 to $3, she said. 
The fireproof tables — to be 
given away once the office is 
closed — are sturdy enough to 
support 250 pounds, and are sup­ 
plied to all district offices. 
While facts on the cardboard 
motif of the bureau’s office 
were easily discovered, Mrs. 
Hennessy refused “ on orders 
from higher up” to divulge the 
extent of the 1970 census. 
“The questions will relate to 
housing and population,” she 
said. “ On the short form, the 
one most families will receive, 
there are eight questions on 
population and 12 on housing.” 
Mrs H e n n e s s y said most 
households will receive their 
orms through the mail on April 
I, and return them the same 


way. However, families in rural 
Marin County will have them 
collected during visits by the 
traditional census takers, she 
said. About one out of five fami­ 
lies will be questioned orally. 
Mrs Hennessy will head a 
force of 250 workers when the 
census begins. She gave up her 
nonpaying membership on the 
Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee, as required by law to 
take the $900-a-month job, which 
runs to Mav 27.

LOS ANGELES i A P i - Want 
to beat the draft? 


It's easy to get help. Scores 
of attorneys have become spe­ 
cialists in draft law. Volunteer 
draft counselors have set up 
shop in some areas. And col­ 
leges and universities now have 
draft ad\ isors. 


Some of the experts work to 
keep young men out of uniform 
because they feel the draft is 
unjust or believe draft b o a rd s; 
can be callous and discrimin­ 
atory—and sometimes ignorant 
— of the law. 


Their price? Draft counselors 
ask for only a handshake. At­ 
torneys usually charge only a 
minimal fee. 


Their 
methods? 
Nothing 
il­ 
legal. They simply exploit the 
draft's m any exemptions and 
draft board errors. 


“ We counsel about 40 persons 
a day."’ says Mike Howard. 23, 
serving with Los Angeles Draft 
Help, whose offices are located 
around the corner from the Los 
Angeles Armed Forces Induc­ 
tion Center. 


“ If a guy hasn't already re­ 
ceived his induction notice we 
can probably find a way for 
him to get out. It’s not very 
h ard .” 
Los Angeles attorney William 
Smith, 36. an ex-Air Force cap­ 
tain, claims if a youth and his 
parents can afford $250 a year. 
“ I can give them 99.9 per cent 
assurance he won’t be drafted.’’ 
“ I won’t do anything illegal,’’ j 
Smith says. “ That is the t r e - ; 
mendous inequity of the sys­ 
tem .” 
When a youth first comes to 
them, counselors and lawyers 
thoroughly question him to de­ 
termine whether he has even 
the remotest right to a defer­ 
ment. 
“ Most 
young 
men 
usually 
don't know of all the possibil­ 
ities,’’ explains the Rev. David 
Barnes, a Presbyterian minister 
who counsels in the suburban 
Pomona-Claremont area. 
In 
addition 
to 
deferments 
granted 
undergraduate 
and 
graduate students, “ there are 
hardship deferments if you’re 
the sole support of your family, 
occupational deferments for cer­ 
tain skilled trades such as brick 
laying or glass cutting and de­ 
ferm ents for farm ers who can 
prove they cannot be replaced 
in their work.” the Rev. Mr. 
Barnes says. 
Another widely used out is 
for medical reasons. 
Draft counseling centers usual 
ly have a list of doctors “ sym ­ 
pathetic” to youths trying to 
avoid military service. 
“ They don't do anything un­ 
ethical,” 
says Barnes. 
“ They 
just know what to look for— 
and how to write it up so a 
m an can qualify for a 4-F (in­ 
eligible for military service). 
“ In m y experience i’ve found 
that a lot of men have some­ 
thing 
wrong 
with 
them 
that 
legitimately 
disqualifies 
them 
for the draft—back problems. 


allergies, 
flat 
fleet, 
stomach 
trouble, hearing or vision prob­ 
lems.” 


The clergyman says that den­ 
tal troubles also can disqualify 
a potential draftee. 


“ Again. I've found most per­ 
sons have something wrong with 
their 
teeth, 
usually 
requiring 
some kind of braces,” he says. 
“ And the Arm y won’t take you 
if you have braces.” 


Then there is the conscien­ 
tious objector status. 
Smith said that under recent 
U.S. Supreme Court rulings, a 
man can qualify as a C. 0. 
if his antiwar views come from 
convictions 
that 
are, 
in 
the 
courts’ 
words, 
“ sincere 
and 
meaningful” 
and 
“ occupy 
a 
place in the life of its posses­ 
sor parallel to that filled by 
the orthodox belief in God.” 
“ Many boards, believe it or 
not, are unaware of this rul­ 
ing.” Smith says. “ It has to 
be explained to them by the 
man applying for a C. O.” 
Indeed, 
says 
the 
attorney, 
draft boards often act very ca­ 
priciously 
— 
and 
this 
can 
be turned to a young m a n ’s 
advantage. 
He can be saved 
from the draft by going to court 
and showing a draft board er­ 
ror either in procedure or in 
interpretation of law. 
“ One of the reasons there is 
a need for draft lawyers and 
draft counselors is that boards 
can be unfair,” Smith says. 
“ They don’t explain a m a n ’s 
rights or don’t really know them. 
“ Some men have been drafted 
at a meeting of only two of 
a board's five m em bers; 
the 
law requires at least three to 
be present. 
“Or the m ajority of the board 
mem bers will live outside the 


draft district, violating Selective! 
Service law that a man can 
only be drafted by ‘his neigh­ 
bors. if at all possible.’” 


The new draft lottery plan 
has m eant a small boost in the I 
number of men coming to coun­ 
seling centers and lawyers. 


“ Like 
other 
draft 
centers, j 
we’ve had a slight increase in i 
the num ber of persons coming | 
in since the lottery began,” said 
Richard Gates, 24, a law stud- < 
ent who counsels at the U niver-! 
sity of California at Los Ang­ 
eles draft center. 


“ We 
can’t really tell them 
anything 
they 
don’t 
already 
know. We 
simply operate as 
we've always done—explaining 
about exemptions and such. 
“ It’s rally too early to tell 
about 
the 
lottery. 
First 
they 
said they’d probably never get 
beyond num ber 240. Now some 
Selective Service officials are 
saying that if you’re number 
366 there’s a good chance you'll 
probably be called. 
“ In the next couple of months 
we’ll know if the lottery was 
really a change in the draft— 
or a sham .” 
Most draft counselors are col­ 
lege and university students and 
operate on their campuses as 
student 
organizations. 
Money I 
needed is raised from donations. 
“ Students 
are 
usually 
the 
most concerned wrth the draft— ■ 
and the most willing to do some | 
thing about it,” says Gates. 
At present m ost state colleges 
and universities have some kind 
of student draft counseling cen­ 
ter. They usually operate from 
unused classrooms. 
“ It’s a student activity,” says 
UCLA Dean of Students Bernie 
Atkinson. “ Draft counseling at 
UCLA operates with the univer­ 


sity’s knowledge—but the uni­ 
versity does not support it with 
money or any other type of 
help.” 


Off-campus 
draft 
counseling 
centers, such as Los Angeles 
Angeles Draft Help, are also 
usually 
staffed 
by 
students. 
They 
w'ork 
out 
of 
private 
homes, 
teen - age 
gathering 
places and cubbyhole offices. 


There is also an increasing 
number of clergymen, usually 
from “ peace cl.arches” like the 
Quakers, that do draft counsel­ 
ing. 


“ I think most ministers feel 
that the draft is ethically and 
morally wrong.” says Barnes. 


Draft lawyers and counselors 
disclaim any intention of urging 
persons to evade the draft, a 
federal crim e that carries a five 
year sentence. 
As in 
tax cases, the legal 
word is “ avoidance.” 
Veteran counselors train be­ 
ginners in the ins-and-outs of 
draft counseling. Most counsel­ 
ing centers work closely with 
draft 
attorneys. 
The 
lawyers 
hold periodic sem inars for coun­ 
selors on SelectiveService law 
and 
are 
available for advice 
at no charge. 
There are 25 attorneys in Los 
Angeles 
specializing in draft 
law. They usually charge a mo­ 
dest fee — the top is often 
only $500 — and often waive 
all charges in hardship cases. 


“ You don't have to go run­ 
ning off to Canada to escape 
the draft,” says Howard. 
“ If you plan right you can 
beat the system with very lit­ 
tle trouble.”
